BANGKOK, June 28 (AP) — 
A four-nation commission today 
agreed on plans for removing 12,- 
000 Nationalist Chinese troops 
from Burma to Formosa through 
Siam. The evacuation could be- 

gin early in July after the four 
governments—Burma, Nationalist 
China, Thailand and the United 
States—approve the plan 

The Nationalist troops fled into 
Burma from the Chinese Commu- 
nists and have o ted there as 
guerrillas under command of Gen. 
Li Mi. 

Although the Nationalist gov- 
ernment on Formosa disclaimed 
responsibility for the troops, the 
Burmese government appealed to 
the United Nations for their re- 
moval in fear of a possible Red 
attack. 

The commission began work in 
May as a result of a United Na- 
tions resolution adopted April 22. 
Only during the last week of the 
conference would Burmese and 
Chinese delegates sit together; 
previously they met separately 
with other commission members. 

The plans call for the troops 
to be disarmed before going into 
Siam. They will be transported 
almost every way possible, from 
muleback to plane, into Siam 
From there, they will be flown 
to Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa is- 
land stronghold.

‘WASHINGTON, Jane 25 (UP) 
—The House today passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to sell 
to private industry the govern- 
ment’s 29 symhetic rubber-making 
plants. 

The measure would provide for 
a three-member commission to be 
appointed by the President to 
take bids and negotiate the sale 
by June 1, 1954, of the World 
War II plants which have a book 
value of about $172,000,000, 
counting $351, 900,000 in depreéci- 
ation. 

No sale would be final until 
they had been submitted to Con- 
gress. 

By a vote of 317 to 88, the 
House first defeated a motion by 
Representative Futman (Dem.), 
Texas, to pigeonhole the bill in 
committee. It then sent the bill 
to the Senate on an unrecorded 
voice vote. 

Patman suoght to send the bill 
back to committee on grounds it 
did not sufficiently protect small 
operators bidding for plants 
against large rubber companies. 
He also wanted to include a pro- 
vision requiring affirmative - ap- 
proval of all sales contracts by 
Congress.

‘SGENTIST URGES 
FIELD TESTS OF 
BATTERY ADD 


Disputes Astin Testimony 
That Laboratory Re- 
search Is Sufficient, 


Conclusive. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)— 
A professor at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology today dis- 
puted testimony by Dr. Allen V. 
Astin, head of the Bureau of 
Standards, that field tests of the 
controversial battery additive AD- 
X2 could add nothing to labora- 
tory experiments on the product’s 

ue. 

Tor. Harold C. Weber, profes- 
str of chemical engineering at 
M. I. T., told the Senate Small- 
Business Committee: 

It is “dangerous” to base con- 
clusions just on laboratory tests; 
it could be possible” for AD-2X 
to show itself useless in labora- 
tory tests but still work to good 
advantage in actual application in 
the field; and he “would want to 
see some field tests” before de 
labeled the product no good. 

Makers of AD-X2 claim it can 
double the life of a new battery. 
Manufactured by Jess M. Ritchie 
of Oakland, Calif., the product has 
been branded by the Bureau of 
Standards as useless and in some 
eases h ul. 

Dr. Astin was fired from his 
job by Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks on the ground 
he did not treat Ritchie's product 
fairly. Later he was temporarily 
reinstated and full tests of AD-X2 
were ordered. 

Meanwhile, the committee, 
headed by Senator Thye (Rep.), 
Minnesota, authorized M.1.T. to 
make its own test and Dr. Weber 
was put in charge. 

Dr. Weber said the M.LT. test 
covered a period of seven weeks 
and involved experiments on 56 
separate battery cells, or about 
18 batteries. He emphasized that 
his tests produced “no definite 
conclusions with respect to the 
commercial value of the product.” 
However, what he found, he said, 
tickled his curiosity to search fur- 

ther into the ible preservative 
qualities of X2. He said he 
had been using the battery “dope” 
in his own car for more than a 


year.

“normal test” for the additive, 
made of magnesium and sodium 
sulphate (epsom and glauber salts) 
and “seven trace elements.” He 
said he thought it was odd that 
Astin appeared concerned over 
this question because “often we 
try to conduct abnormal tests” in 
scientific experimentation. 

He continued: “I have been 
fooled too many times by not 
listening to” evidence of the 
“practical application“ of a 
product in the field. The true 
test of its worth,” he said, is 
how it works in the field.” 

Dr. Astin told the committee 
the laboratory tests on the product 
which his bureau conducted were 
adequate to prove its worthless- 
ness. Ritchie contends the bu- 
reau's tests were not fair.

Epsom Salts 

For light summer reading of a serious nature, 
we suggest the fascinating story of AD-X2, now 
being told to the, Senate Small Business Com- 
mittee. AD-X2.is the battery additive which be- 
came a political juice after the Bureau of Stand- 
ards found it did nothing for batteries. 

‘The first witness was Jess Ritchie of Califor- 
nia; the mantfacturer. He was asked how AD-X2 
prolonged the life of batteries, if it did. Ritchie, 
who described himself as “basically a bulldozer 
operator,” did not know. 

Trying to be: helpful, Senator Ferguson of 


Michigan asked if scientists actually know what 


makes a: battery work. Ritchie gave it as 
his opinion that they do not. Speaking as the 
Ponce de Leon of the battery of eternal youth, 
Ritchie added, “It’s an accident.” 

He also refused to say just what was in AD-X2. 
Senator Humphrey of Minnesota then read a note 
from Ritchie's researcher listing ingredients as 
anhydrous magnesium sulphate and anhydrous, 
slightly basic (a magical phrase) sodium sulphate. 

“That,” said Humphrey, a pharmacist himself, 
“is just epsom salts and glauber’s salts. You give 
one to people and one to horses.” 

But Ritchie still insisted on giving it to bat- 
teries. AD-X2, he contended, contained some- 
thing else, something “slightly basic” — which 
Senator Humphrey insisted only meant the salts 
were impure. The Senator objected to such mys- 
ticism. Chairman Thye, also of Minnesota, found 
all the talk about grid sulfation “above my head.” 

For further explanation, the committee called 
Dr. Allen V. Astin, head of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, After the bureau had tested AD-X2 untav- 
orably, Dr. Astin was fired by Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks, then temporarily reinstated. Dr. 
Astin repeated to the Senators that Ab- xa would 
not prolong battery life. Pressed as to what it 
would do, he said it would create bubbles. 

Finally the committee heard a Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology professor who had 
tested AD-X2 without finding it good or bad, 
but who did disagree with Dr. Astin in urging 
extensive field tests of the stuff. 

But by this time the hearing had developed a 
conflict between business interest and scientific 
detachment. The Bureau of Standards had tried 
to measure AD-X2 by whether it was useful. The 
critics seemed interested in how Well it sold. 

Thus Senator Thye indicated that the opinion 
of business men meant more to him than that of 
“a bunch of chemists.” And Senator Schoeppel 
of Kansas wondered why, if AD. xa were useless, 
“a hard-headed business man would n to 
pay for this stuff“ 

TT.. hat eet oliey buiiuees 
man is hard-headed. But if the Senators want to 
revive the wondrous art of phrenology, in place 
of science, maybe they can learn who is an egg- 
head and who is a blockhead. 

Behind the humor and plain buffoonery is the 
serious question of the integrity of science and 
nonpolitical independence of the Bureau of 
Standards. Even Archimedes was left alone with 
his tub. But what of the charge once levied at 
the bureau by Secretary Weeks and then with- 
drawn—the charge of “insufficient objectivity”? 

In the hearing it developed that Dr. Astin had 
received letters from 29 Senators concerning the 
unfavorable tests of AD-X2. And a man 
who reported favorably on it for this game 
committee had been on the manufacturer’s 
payroll. Se much for objectivity. 

Apart from the injustice done the Bureay of 
Standards, the Senate hearing is a laughable ad- 
dition to “busines#” Zovernment as audited by a 
New York Times article reprinted on this page. 
The testimony is not likely to prove that what's 
, geod for AD-X2 is good for everybody—with or

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REA Wins—in u Missouri 

A decision in Federal Court at Washington 
Monday is a notable victory for. rural electrifi- 
cation in a time of threatening setbacks. It 
strongly suggests, furthermore, that a serious 
recent setback may eventually be transformed 
into victory. 

United States Distriet Judge Charles F. Me- 
Laughlin rejected the contentions of 10 Mis- 
souri and Arkansas private utilities. These com- 
panies had brought suit to prevent REA co-ops 
in Missouri from building generating plants and 
transmission lines and leasing them to the 
Southwestern Power Administration. In turn, 
SPA would integrate the steam generating 
plants with its hydro-electric plants and provide 
the Missouri REAs with electricity a require 
to serve their customers. 

A similar plan in Arkansas was rows out 
by the Supreme, Court of that state last Feb- 
ruary. The court in that case held that the 
plan was not permitted under Arkansas rural- 
electrification law and that it ran counter to 
the intent of Congress in setting up SPA. 

In so far as federal lew is concerned, the 
United States District Court's decision would 
seem to have straightened out the Arkansas Su- 
preme ‘Court on that point. And if Arkansas 
rural electrification law is so backward that it 
does not permit REA co-operatives to serve their 
customers adequately and ecohomitally, then 
plainly a responsibility rests upon the Arkansas 
Legislature to bring it forward. 

Pending that act, it now appears from the 
Federal Court decision that Missouri will not 
be held back in the development of rural: elec- 
trification as its sister state to the south is now 
being held back.

FISENHOWER PRAISES 
WORK OF RED CROSS 


/ , 
Tells Convention ‘No Morale 
Factor Is More Important’ 
to Armed Ferces. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 
— President Eisenhower praised 
the American Red Cross last 
night as a morale building fac- 
tor second to none in the conduct 
of the nation’s wars. 

Addressing an audience of 


about 2500 persons at the Red 
Cross national convention, he said 
he always has felt a deep sense 
of frustration in trying to tell 
members of the organization how 
grateful he is for their work. 
Eisenhower said a field com- 
mander is responsible for the 
morale of his men, and that “no 
morale factor is more important 
than the American Red Cross.” 
Citing examples of the work of 
the organization, the President 
read two telegrams which he said 
he had received just before leav- 
ing the White House. One was 
from the mayor of Worcester, 
Mass,, and the other from Gov. 
Christian A. Herter of Massa- 
chusetts. | 
Both men asked the President 
to express the appreciation of the 
citizens of Worcester for the work 
of the Red Cross after the recent 
tornado which hit the city. 
Earlier the Red Cross voted to 


. fight back against what one mem- 


ber called “the un-American un- 
truths” that it is in the business 
of selling blood, cigarettes and 
coffee to the nation’s service men. 

The delegates approved unani- 
mously a resolution calling on the 
board of governor’s to launch a 
vigorous public relations program 
to destroy the “whispering cam- 
paign.” 

Twelve other resolutions also 
were adopted at the final busi- 
ness session of the convention. 
Next year’s convention will be 
held in Los Angeles.

The Communist premier de- 
clared that the great majority of 
persons arrested as a result of 
the revolt would be released, but 
he added that “the really guilty 
will receive punishment.” 

(The United Press reported that 
Grotewohl admitted publicly for 
the first time that his Communist 
government. had called in Rus- 
sian tanks and troops because the 
„people's police” were too weak 
to cope with the anti-Red demon- 
stratoors.) 

Two Dresden workers were re- 
ported executed by the Soviets 
and the Red press confirmed that 
two men in Magdeburg were shot 
by a Russian firing squad.

June 25 — Prime 
Minister Churchill called on Rus- 
sla yesterday to reopen negotia- 
tions with the western powers for 
the settlement of the major ‘issue 
which divides them — German 
unity. 


He proposed that the negotia- 
tions proceed on the basis of the 
terms advanced by the Big Three 
western powers in their note to 
Moscow Sept. 23, 1952. These en- 
visage the creation of a united 
Germany following free elections 
in both the eastern and western 
ban of that country.

Commenting on Adenauer’s.

ment, Churchill said: “This seems 
to me to conform to the practical 
proposals put to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment in a western note of 

Sept. 23, 1952. These provided for 
the organization of a free all- 
German government and eventu- 

ally for the negotiation of a peace

He then went on to warn the 
Russians that this was the only 
basis” on which the West would 
negotiate a German settlement 
and to urge them to accept it.

Recognizes Allies’ Aims. 

The objectives of our allies in 
concluding a truce are not to 
abandon us into the hands of the 
Communists but are to cease fire 
by accepting the truce terms and 
then settle the problems of uni- 
fication and withdrawal of the 
aggressive forces at the political 
conference that will ensue. We do 
not fail to understand their in- 
tentions. However, our past expe- 
rience and knowledge counsel us 
that what we fail to win on the 
battlefield cannot be attained over 
the conference table. AS 
things stand today, we complete- 
ly lack any assurance that this 
time the settlement will be suc- 
cessful by political negotiations. 

Under these circumstances we 
suggested a couple of proposals 
to solve the problem once and for 
all and at the same time to dis- 
prove the charges that we are un- 
justifiably advocating continua- 
tion of war by refusing the allies 
effort for a truce. 

First of, all, we had suggested 
that the Chinese Communist 
troops and the ‘United Nations 
forces simultaneously withdraw 
from Korea. This was indeed what 
the Communists had demanded 
earlier in the war but the United 
Nations rejected. Now we want 
this because by granting the Com- 
munists what they had wanted 
and, on the other hand, thus pav- 
ing the way to a truce which the 
United Nations want it can pos- 
sibly become a basis on which 
both sides can negotiate.

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Tuberculosis Drugs

S there a miracle cure for tuberculosis, as was claimed a 
1. ago? Tou remember the dramatie stories about the 
effects after a few weeks of using isonicotinic acid hydrazide 
(isoniazid) on patients in Sea View Hospital. It appeared even 
more effective than we had dared hope any drug could be. 
What are the real facts, after a year’s further experience? 
Enough information is now available to get some idea of 
how these so-called miracle drugs are going to work out. All 
the questions are not yet answered.

THE BITTER TRUTH is that isoniazid alone cannot be 
used safely in the treatment of lung tuberculosis. It does 
make patients feel a lot better, It restores their appetites and 
lifts their spirits. It does not cure the disease in three“ 
quarters of them. 

Though it doesn’t harm the body, after months of con- 
tinuous use about three-fourths of those treated with isoniazid 
alone still cough up living tuberculosis germs. . More than 
half show no lung improvement by X-ray. . 

The reason for this is that some of the tubercle germs get 
used to living in the presence of this chemical treatment. Al- 
though it kills many germs at first, some of the germs become 
resistant to any concentrations that can be used in treatment. 
They continue to grow. The disease remains active even 
though the patients feel a lot better. 

Combining isoniazid with streptomycin largely prevents 
this development of resistant germs. „ 

But isoniazid cannot replace bed rest, good food, and time, 
It is not the long hoped-for home treatment for tuberculosis. 
It is not any more effective on lung tuberculosis than a com- 
bination of two other drugs previously used. It does have 
some use, but not alone. 

Isoniazid is effective in the more serious forms of tuber- 
culosis affecting abdominal organs and the nervous system as 
well as the lungs. 

The combination of isoniazid and streptomycin in lung 
tuberculosis is being studied. This combination has not been 
used long enough to know whether it’s better than other com- 
binations used in the past. . j 


x X * 

ACTUALLY, ISONIAZID was not the first effective chem- 
ical against the tubercle bacillus. That occurred with the dis- 
covery of streptomycin and its use in tuberculosis eight years 
ago. But the germs became resistant to streptomycin just as 
they do to isoniazid. . . 

In 1948, another drug was tried with streptomycin. This 
is commonly called PAS, or para-amino-salicylic acid. The 
PAS is given daily and streptomycin twice a week. With this 
combination, very few of the tubercle germs became resistant 
to the drugs. 

When this combination was used continuously and with- 
out interruption for eight months, 70 per cent of the patients 
treated showed moderate to marked improvement. When it 
was used for a year continuously, 80 per cent of the patients 


lasting results. ; ‘ 

Other antibiotics have been tried. Of these viomycin 18 
at least moderately effective but probably not as much as the 
combination of streptomycin and PAS.
